no one, Mr. B. describes the peril of himself and 
companions as greater than they were ever sub- 
jected to before, and ascribes their escape alone 
to God’s mercifal interposition. He does not at- 
tribute this attack to any hostility which is felt 
|towards the missionaries or their work, but says 
lthey are partakers of the evil consequences of 
osher men’s sins. The feeling in Canton towards 
all foreigners is, you have killed our people and 
we will have revenge. 
A letter from Mr. Powers, dated July 20th, 
shows that all is not quiet there. Especially he 
states that their public religious services have 
been disturbed by people coming to abuse their 
friends who are in attendance, women even being 
pursued and beaten by their relations as they

A Visit to Marblehead, 


1 spent the last Sabbath in the ancient town 
of Marblehead, and as anticipating, enjoyed 
a pleasing sensation in threading its mazy 
streets, Tages unaccustomed to this par- 
ticular locality, it is a perfect novelty; every 
street, conforming to the original undulating 
surface of the rocky promontory, is curvilin- 
ear, no three houses dressing on a line, nor 
scarcely better any three standing on a level.

ity of hay, have led nearly all of our corn | 
rowers to turn their cobs into food fot stock. | 
‘© show something of the extent to which it 
has been used here, the following will give 
you some data to judge from :-—One mill in | 
this town has, within the last three months, | 
ground more than five thousand bushels of 
| cobs, besides a large quantity of corn in the | 
jear. This fact, I think, proves quite conclu- 
sively, that cob meal is valuable as an article 
of food for stock. Indeed the opinion which 
| is expressed by those who have used it, is al- | 
together in its favor. When they get out 
| their corn, it is not threshed entirely clean, 
some three to fifteen bushels of corn bein
